SUMMARY OF AMENDMENT (005635): Deletes the original bill. Redefines
“developmental disability” and “intellectual disability.” Replaces the terms “mental retardation”
and “mentally retarded” throughout Tennessee Code Annotated with “intellectual disability,”
“intellectually disabled,” “people with intellectual disability,” or “intellectual or developmental
disability.” Replaces references to the “Division of Intellectual Disabilities Services” and
“DIDS” with “Department of Intellectual and Developmental Disabilities” and “DIDD.”
